Tus rice trade of Japan is at the prosent 
day on a most unsatisfactory: footing. 
The last report by Mr Mounsey, which 
has just beon presented to Parliament, 
and.a copy of which isto hand by the 
last mail, shows this emphatically, and 
deala with the whole rice-trade question 
in an able and interesting way. The 
country suffers from the trade being vir- 
tually a monopoly, which it must conti- 
nue to be, says the report, “ until the’ 
Government cease to speculate in it, and 
until they sell their rice at public anc- 
tion instead of, as at present, favouring 
one or two firms with their custom.” 
No one who knows anything of the 
laws that regulate the Lara and 
distribution of wealth, or bas studied the 
history of commerce, especially in staple 
articles of food, can defend for o 
moment the practice of Government con- 
ducting on ita own account such a trade 
las this, In every cise where sugh a 
course is still persisted in by an unwise 
Government, it is found to paralyze all 
action. or enterprise in the way of ex- 
tending the cultivation of such staple, 
either by the utilization of waste land or 
otherwise; and a means of commerce 
with foreign countries probably capable 
of vast extension is strangled in its birth, 
But that this shortsighted. policy is at 
the present day in full force in Japan is 
nevertheless true, The narrative of how 
this has been brought about is interests 
ing. Previous to the partial opening of 
Japan to foreign commerce, writes Mr 
Mounsey, whoseralo trading in all its 
branches -amonget the natives of the 
country, seems to have been in the hands 
of “toyas” or guilda, Of the nature of 
these institutions about which, so far as 
they relate to Ohina,.we have writien 
only recently, our readers do not require 
to be informed. While the Government: 
of the Shéguns acquiesced in rather than 
approved of their existence, they were, 
in principle at least abolished, by the 
Government of the Restoration soon 
after 1868; not, he is careful to explain, 


from any liberal- commercial policy tow-" 


ards natives or foreigners, but with 
view to placing a monopoly of certain 
branohes of the’ export trade, including 
the rice trade, in Government hands, 
Regulations, time after time, numerous 
and detailed, have been issued to eradi« 
cate, these guilds, and as numerous at- 
tempts on their part have been made to 
fully re-eatablish themselves, The law fore 
bids such “toyaa 3” but their ruling spirit 
atill permeates the’ people, aud bara the 
way to the realisation of those many ade 
vantages certain to arise on the opening 
up of the interior to foreign commerce, 
When commercial treaties were oontlud> 
ed with-Europe the export of grain was 
prohibited ; the revised tariff! between 
Great Britain and Japan in 1866, which 
‘remained in force till July 1873, extended 
this prohibition, Then the cancellation 
made of the prohibition in July 1873 
was provisional: only; it could be re- 
imposed atthe willof the Government 
on two months’ notice | and Was 80 foe 
itmposed in Augtst 1874, and remained 
{n force for coven months, At any mo 
ment it may again be reimposed } and 
the knowledge of this, coupled with the 
faot that not only do Government atill 
receive. a considerable amount of the 
taxes in rice but buy largely and make 
their remittances to England aud else- 
where in rice, effectually prevents avery 
metchant, native or foreign, front touch- 
ing ride as an artitle of dommerce,.

The polioy is indefensible and 
foolish to'a degre ; & magnificent oppor- 
tunity is being lost of establishing a huge 
trade and employing vast resources at 
present lying idle, Atthe present day 
when the prominent subjects before the 
Government and the people of the coun- 
try are the revision of the tariff and the 
revision of existing treaties, a large and 
important question like this should re« 
ceive the gravest attention at the hands 
of those who watch over our interests 80 
far as Japan ia more immediately oon- 
cerned, It is gzatifying to find from 
the whole tono.of Mr Mounsey's report 
that he is fully alive te the importance 
of this matter, and so sound in bis views 
regarding it, 


CHINESE NOTES,

“The practical result is that at 
least half the beat poats must be given to 
substantive office-holders, and at least half 
of tho worst posts are given to expectanta, 
The present Acting Namboi magistrate is 
substentive magistrate of P'unii, and. tho 
Acting Magistrate of P‘unti is an expectant- 
magistrate transferred from the post of 
acting magistrateof Samshui. Both theso 
officers illustrate our rule,

THE U. 8, 8. “RICHMOND.” 

This vessel, which ‘will probably bring 
General Grant here from the Straits, is 
thus described in the New York Sun. 

Tho Richmond's cabin-has been thorough- 
ly overhauled.- What was good enough for 
plain John Rodgers, rear-admiral United 
Statcs navy, was not, in the opinion of the 
depattment, suitable for the Kx-President, 
Naval-conatructor Pook, of the Charlestown 
navy, yard, was given carte blanche in the 
embellishment of the same. ‘If the cabin 
was Intended to be magnificent, Mr Pook 
was successful, Agacabin itis regal. The 
main entrance to the abip, when at anchor,

~THE NEW POSTAL CONTRACT. 


(Japan Herald, March 26.) 

We published in our yesterday’s issue an 
account of some proceedings which took 
place: in the Hongkong Chamber of Com- 
merce relative to the postal communication 
between this place and Hongkong, in which 
the inhabitants of Yokohama are intimately 
concerned, but in which they have been 
completely ignored. We read, with profound, 
surprise, that it is the Hongkong commu- 
nity which has been consulted as to the 
advisability of withdrawing the service and 
not the people with whom it is a matter of 
vital importance,—the community here, 
Wo fail to seo what Hongkong has to do 
with the matter. “It is true that our post 
‘office is a branch of the one in that colony, 
and that the stamps used here are also 
Hongkong ones, but as the P. & 0. subsidy 
is paid by the Imperial Government, and as, 
even if the service be continued, that colony 
will, as Mr. Ryrie stated, not have to pay 
any more than it does under the Postal 
Union, it would appear that its interest in 
the subject is but smali. If the receipts 
from the sale of stamps are insufficient to 
defray the necessary expenses in Japan, the 
Japanese Post Office Department will be 
only too ready to relieve Hongkong of any 
further charge under that head, if arrange- 
ments to that effect have not already been 
entered into. The mistake appears to have 
beon made of considering the question as 
one simply of correspondence betwoen 
Hongkong and Yokohama. As this is but 
small, and the larger portion of the trade 
between the two ports is in the hands of 
that béte-noir of the European community’ 
at Hongkong,—the Chinese, it is easy to 
understand the indifference with which the 
question is regarded there. . Were the 
subject to be mooted of leaving Hongkong 
out of the ports of call of the P, & O, and 
M..M. steamers, wo fancy that we could 
contemplate it calmly, and even if the idea 
were carried out, it is doubtful whether it 
wonld disturb the equanimity of ony one, 
#0 little does Hongkong influence us, But 
to Yokohama this question is not simply 
one of the receipt of our Hongkong mails, 
bat of those from Europea much more 
important matter. Hongkong is not do- 
pendent for the receipt of her home mails 
on the American lines of steamers; were it 
eo, or if it were proposed that the P. & O. 
steamers should proceed direct from Sin- 
pepore to Shanghai, the question would not 

ave. been looked at in the cavalier manuer 
{o whioh it was. The service via America 
is neither o certain nor a regular one, It 
isnot certain, because either Company may 
at any: moment withdraw from the fleld, 
This is perhaps not, for the moment, a pro- 
pable occurrence, but it is by no meang an 
impossible one. The opening of the Buex 
Canal has dealt'a severe blow at the pro- 
sperity of the Trans-Pacific Hxiea. The 
quantity of tea shipped during the past 
ear in steamers via the Canal, is nearly 
ouble that of the preceding one, whilst 
the slipmenta par acific steamers have 
decreased by a third, . Again, although the 
gnti-Chinese Bill has for the present been 
yotved, it by’ uo means. follows that: after 
due. conference with Chins, the treaty will 
not in some degree be modified, and if the 
Jncrative trade of the carriage of Chinese 
ansengers be in any vey interfored with, 
ig doubtfal whether the Mnes could ba 
Jed on without a subsidy, .
